“Have Soaked Clothes in 
Gasoline and Ap- 
plied Match. 


CORONER NOT NOTIFIED. 


Doctor, Called from Miles 
Away, Talks of “Other 
Causes” and Flies Into 
Rage When Questioned. 


The coroner’s office was informed over 
the telephone yesterday that Mrs. Ethel 
Sheffield, wife of George Shettield, con- 
cert singer, vocal teacher, and tenor in 
the choir of the Oak Park Presbyterian 
church, had committed suicide. 

‘*Her body’s here now,” said the in- 
formant, an employé of the undertaking 
firm of A. L. Bentley & Son, 2701 North 
Clark street. “We're told she set re 
to her clothing after pouring gasoline 
over herself. The body is badly burned.” 

Although, as it was later admitted, Mrs. 
Sheffield died Saturda ynight, the Town 
Hall police were unable to provide the 
coroner with a report. 


No Report to the Police. 

“ The tirst weve heard of it; no one’s 
been near us,"’ they said. 

To those in the coroner's office the lack 
of knowledge of the case by the police 
looked odd. When there had been added 
to that the discovery that the address of 
the Shettields, 4654 Beacon street, had 
been twisted in the undertaker’s report 
into 4654 Deacon street, a mystery was 
baif made. 

. Doctor Far Away Called. 

It seemed strange, too, that though a 
score of physicians have offices within a 
few blocks of the Sheffield home, the 
doctor summoned to attend was Hugo W. 
Traub, who lives at 521 East Thirty-‘ 
fourth street, many miles away. 

And the mystery became a real one 
last night when Dr. Traub, questioned by 
a TRIBUNE reporter, asserted that some- 
thing other than the burns on Mrs. Shef- 
field's body had contributed to her death. 
Apparently the doctor regretted the lib- 
erty he had allowed his tongue, for he 
became a:clam when pressed for an ex- 
planation. 

Nurse Gives Details. 

At the Sheffield apartment Miss’ Jo- 
sephine Prince, a trained nurse, who said 
she had been caring for Mrs. SheMeld 
since May 18, told how her charge had met 
death. 

‘Mrs. Sheffield, as I got the history of 
the case, had been the victim of a mental 
disorder for a year or more," said Miss 
Prince. “Mier physical condition was 
good while I was with her, but she suf- 
fered continually from melancholy. 

“Mr. Sheffield left the hot about 
10 o'clock Saturday morning. Mrs. Shef- 
field suddenly left the chair in which she 
"was sitting and made her way into the 
kitchen. Before I could reach Mrs, 
Sheffield she picked up a can of gasoline 
from the kitchen floor, saturated her 
clothing with the liquid, and set fire te 
hereelf. 

“ She was in flames when I reached the 
kiichen. I scized a Persian rug and smoth- 
ercd the flames by wrapping it about her, 
but she had already been terrible burned 
abcut the chest, shoulders, neck, and 
arms.” 

Doctor Found Playing Cards. 

A reporter found Dr. Traub at his resi- 
dence last night. The doctor was play, 
ing cards with two friends. Poker chips 
were stacked at each corner of the table, 

“ Did vou write a death certificate for 
Mrs. Shields?’ he was asked. 

“TY won't have anything to say about 
that case.” 

“ What was the cause of death? ” 

“TI said I wouldn't discuss the case at 
all. If you want to find out anything 
about it. see Dr. Grinker.” 

‘Is it usual for you not to report acci- 
dental or unusual deaths to the coroner’s 
office at once?” 

“TY notified the coroner’s office last 
night.”* 

“The coroner’s office says it was not 
no*ified until this morning by the under- 
taker.”’ 

Calls Dr. Grinker. 

Then Dr .Traub stopped playing cards 
long enough to say that he would call Dr. 
Grinker. The @octor’s tebephone was out 
of order and he walked with the reporter 
to the Lakeside hoapital, where he called 
Dr. Julius Grinker. 

The reporter heard the following state- 
ments and replies by Dr. Traub: 

** Is this Dr. Grinker’e residence? May 
I speak to him? Dr.Grinker, Traub. The 
Nemesis is after me, doctor, and I don’t 
know what'to @do.. All right, I won't sey 
al ‘word.” 

Dr. Traub emerged from the telephone 
booth. | 

“Tt was just a case of gasoline burn- 
ing that caused the death, wasn’t it?” 

“No, there were other causes.” 

“Why don’t you explain them? Have 
you any interest in the case?” 

The doctor slammed the door.

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JUSTICE LURTON 
DIES SUDDENLY 


U. 8. Supreme Court Mem- 
ber Expires at Atlantic 
City Hotel. 


ENDS LONG PUBLIC LIFE 


Atlantic City, N. J., Juty 12.—Associate 
Justice Horace Harmon Lurton of the 
United States Supreme court died sud- 
denly at a hotel here today from heart 
disease superinduced by cardiac asthma. 
He was 70 years old. 

The justice, who came here on July 1, 
wae in his usual health before retiring 
last night and had taken his customary 
evening outing on the boardwalk. 

Shortly after midnight he complained 
of feeling ill, and although his physician, 
Dr. Ruffin. who arrived yesterday from 


Washington, was immediately summoned, 
Yustice Lurton died at 5 o'clock this 


morning. 


Wife at His Bedside. 

His wife and son, Horace H. Lurtoo 
Jr.. of Nashville, were at the bedeide. 
Mrs. Horace Van Deventer, a daughter, 
and her, husband arrived tonight from 
Knoxville, and other members of the fam- 
lly are expected tomorrow. 

The body will be taken to Clarkeville, 
Tenn., for interment. The funeral party 
will leave here at 2 o’clock tomorrow af- 
ternoon. It was at Clarksvil§that Jus- 
tice Lurton began the practice of law and 
lived for twenty years. Funeral services 
will be held there on Wednesday. 

Chief Justice White and several asso- 
ciate justices of the United States Su- 
preme court, as well as many friends of 
the late asgociate justice from different 
parts of the country, are expected to be 
present. 


Was Born at Newport, Ky. 

Horace Harmon Lurton was born at 
Newport, Ky., in 1844. He was educated 
in the public schools, Dougias univer- 
sity, and Cumberland university, and 
served three years in the Confederate 
almy. He was appointed chancellor of 
the Sixth chancery division of Tennessee 
by Gov. Porter in 1874 to fill a vacancy, 
and in 1876 he was elected without oppo- 
sition to the same position. 

Later he was elected judge of the Su- 
preme court of Tennessee and in 1808 was 
chosen chief justice of that tribunal. He 
was appointed circuit judge for the Sixth 
judicial district of the United States by 
President Cleveland. the same year and 
was appointed by President Taft to be 
aseociate justice of the Supreme court of 
the United States Dec. 20, 1009, taking 
bis seat on the bench Jan. 8, 1910,

“How am I going to get over it, 
Henry?’’ asked the stout woman, after 
she had sought in vain for a gate. 

“I suppose I'll have t- climb over,” 
suggested Henry. 

‘No, you don't,”’ interrupted an at- 
tendant. “ You ain't allowed in there." 

* But she’s my wife, and we came to 
go bathing,’’ expostulated the man. 


‘ 
Attendant Lays Down Law. 
‘Don't make any difference. Women 
and men ain't allowed to bathe together 


here.” 

And so, after much grumbling, the cou- 
ple sought separate ways to the lake and 
splashed about on either side of the fence. 

Scores of bathers complained again» 
the fence which was erected yesterday 
at the direction of the Lincoln park board. 
It extends as far out into the water as 
the women bathers are permitted to go, 
and policeman are stationed along it to 
see that the men stay on their side and 
the women on theirs. It was built as a 
result of numerous complaints received 
by the commissioners from women who 
said they were annoyed by magshers. 


Must Take Consequences, 

‘* Since the crowds who come here do 
not know how to treat women, they must 
suffer,’ said T. V. Casey, superintendent 
of the beach. “ Many have objected to 
being treated like cattle, but the plan has 
worked very well sofar. We have had no 
complaints from women against mashers 
today and have had little difficulty ‘in 
keeping order. From 4 o'clock until 10 
in the morning the bathers will not be 
separated. This will give the people liv- 
ing near the beach, who are refined asa 
class, the chance to enjoy the water. The 
worst offenders are those who come from 
other parts of the city.”’ 

Supt. J. F. Foster of the south park 
system said that no such step was being 
contemplated at the beach in Jackson 
park. 


Gleason Opposes Fences. 

A short time ago Capt. Morgan Collins 
of the South Chicago station sent a let- 
ter to Chief of Polive Gleason recommend- 
ing the advocacy of an ordinance segre- 
gating the men from the women at public 
beaches. 

“T am not‘in favor of such an ordi- 
nance,” said the chief last night. “A 
man who wants to go bathing with his 
family should have the right to do so 
and should not be prevented just because 
there happens to be some rowdies at the 
beach.”

Last Tuesday Wolmer left home to 
supervise the work on a contract on Ked- 
zie avenue. He did not return that night. 
Nor did he show up or notify his wife the 
next day. Then Mrs. Wolmer sent her 
daughter to inquire of Wolmer’s employés 
as to his whereabouts. Some of them re- 
membered that he had mentioned’ that he 
had an engagement with a business agent 
at a saloon at Montrose boulevard and 
Lincoln avenue, He left word where he 
was going in case he was needed. 


Wolmer Disappears, 
Wolmer met the.man in the saloon. 
Both took « drink and walked out to- 
gether... ‘They seemed to be engaged in 
earnest conversation and Wolmer’s voice 
rose above the ordinary key several! 
times. Wolmer has not been seen since. 
When this much had been learned. Mrs. 
Wolmer and friends communicated with 
officials of the cement workers. None of 


them admitted they had seen Wolmer for 


several weeks. 

Yesterday a woman called up the home 
of Charles Wolmer. She asked for Mrs. 
Wolmer and eaid: 

“If you want to find your husband's 
body look in the river near the Montrose 
avenue bridge. That's all 1 was told to 
tell you.” 


Police Drag River. 
Then the woman hung up the receiver 
before Mrs. Wolmer could speak. Efforts 
to learn the identity of the caller through 
the telephone exchange failed «and the | 
police were notified. They went to the 
Montreee street oridge in the police ooat 
and dragged the river for Sours, 
Detectives were assigned to the case. 
They questioned the cement layers who 
had last seen Wolmer. They learned the 
name of the business agent of their union 
and went to question him. The business 
agent could not be found leet night.

Cement Workers Questioned. 
When several cement workers were 
questioned closely about Wolmer’s move- 
ments before he went to “ keep an en- 
gagement with a business agent,”’ at first 
they denied having heard him say that he 
was going to any such meeting.

Twenty Thousand Irish Chi- 
cagoans Cheer as Colors 
Are Raised at 
Big Fete. 


TWENTY-ONEGUNS ROAR 


Speakers at Gaelic Park Pre- 
dict Great Things for 
Erin Under Home 
Rule. 


The flag of Ireland, for seven centuries 
the banner of a people without home rule 
or a national entity, was given its first 
national salute yesterday at Gaelic park. 

Twenty-one guns, fired by Battery B of 
the First Field artillery, in command of 
Lieut. J. B. Weintraub and under instruc- | 
tions of Adjt. Gen. Frank S. Dickson, sig- 
nalized that Illinois acknowledged Ire- 
land as a nation. 

It was a holy hour for the 20,000 Irish 
men and women who had gathered at the 
park. When the first glimpse of the green 
was caught ascending the flagpole, and 
when the first gun roared its welcome to 
the sight, then 20,000 Irishmen yelled 
wildly. 


Field of Banners. 

A waving field vf banners in the air, a 
volley of hats throwm high, a chorus of 
shouts and songs and cheers followed. 
The band struck up “ The Wearing of the 
Green.” Men werecrying. Women ere 
clinging to each cther. And every few 
minutes the cannon barked again. 

The Rev. J. K. Fielding and Miss Cath- 
erine Morgan sent the banner to the top 
of the pole, and just when it reached its 
place and the winds caught the folds and 
whipped it out so that the cheering thou- 
sands could read the words “ Ireland a 
Nation ” on the background of green, the 
last of the twenty-one guns boomed and 
the flag had come into its own. 


Joke on Orangemen. 
It was “ Orange Day,’ the two hun- 
dred and twenty-fourth annivertary of 
the battle of the Boyne, wherein King 
James was defeated by William of Or- 
ange, and ran from the field. 
But Fr. Fielding explained that today 
joke was on the Orangemen, .“ for} 
wo picked out their holiday, and used it 
to celebrate the victory of home rule.’ 
“This is a great day for Ireland,’ he 
said, ‘and for America. In every chapel. 
gate in Ireland today they are collecting 
funds to arm the Irish volunteers. 


Calls Carson Bluffer. 
“Tonight we'll send a cabdiegram to 
Jchn Redmond and assure him that 50,- 
0G Irishmen in Chicago are ready to 
pledge men, money, and guns for the Irish 
volunteers.” 

And send a cablegram to Carscn, 
too,” came from the crowd. 

“ Aye, we'll send him a message that he 
ie the champion professional! biuffer of 
the world, is Sir Edward Carson,” went 
on the priest. 

“T'll go tonight If you'll ship me,” cred 
a little man.

Waited Seven Centuries. 
* For seven centuries the people of Ire- 
land have waited for this day,"’ said Judge 
Marcus Kavanagh. “ For 700 years they 
have waited in persecution and blood- 
shed, in famine and hardship and oppres- 
sion, to see the flag they loved raised in 
freedom above a free country. 
“ And here in Chicago today we have |

If he goes away 
he will lay himself open to a charge of 
cowardice. Every one who know Huerta, 
however, must credit him with being a 
brave man regardiess of his faults. 

“ Life abroad has no attractions for 
him. He is too thoroughly a Mexican 
to be satisfied outside his own country. 
You may depend on it that he will not be 
driven away by fear of personal violence 
from Villa, Carranza, and other of his 
enemies. They will not molest him. They 


will seei that Huerta will sit in the cafés, 
watch Ville and Carranza go past and 


laugh at them. That will be his way of 
f enjoying himself. 


Dictator Stranger to Fear. 
“Huerta takes nothing seriously. He 
is the sort of man who would give Villa, 
who is his most bitter personal enemy, 
loaded revolvers and dare him to shoot. 
And Villa would not shoot because it 
takes a braver man even than Villa to 
kiN andéther who looks him equarely in 
the eyes, bares his breast, saying, ‘ Shoot.’ 
If Huerta should turn his back then Villa 
might shoot. 

“ Huerta’s resignation now can be ac- 
complished with properiety and honor. 
By accepting mediation he avoided war 
with the United States, which every one 
insisted he was anxious to provoke. One 
can peadily recognize that it is not the 
rebels who have beaten Huerta, but com- 
binations favoring the rebels, due to the 
attitude of the United) States. No, I have 
nothing to Bay about what the United 
States has done. If your president's pol- 
icy restores peace to my country I shall 
be satisfied, regardless of my personal 
views. 


Needs United States’ Support. 

* Manifestly it was impossible for Huer- 
ta to maintain himself so long as the 
United States withheld recognition. He 
realized that from.the beginning, but he 
was badly advised. He was told that 
with the other great nations on his side 
he needed nothing from the United Btates.

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NEGRESS LYNCHED BY MOB 
FOR KILLING WHITE CHILD. 


Black Woman Taken from Jail and 
Hanged After Confessing—Re- 
venge Her Motive. 


Orangeburg, 8. C., July 12.—Rose Car- 
ton, a negress, was taken from the jail 
at Elloree, near here, today, and lynched 
by a mob. She is said to have confessed 
to beating to death the 12 year old daugh- 
ter of D. F. Bell yesterday. 

The negress was taken to.the scene of 
the crime by the mob and hanged to a 
tree. Afterward the body wadriddled 
with bullets. The confession wae _made 
just previous to the hanging. 

About thirty negroes watched 
lynching, but offered no resistance. 

Searching parties found the body of the 
murdered child early today after an all 
right hunt, partly hidden beneath a log 
ind covered with wounds. The child dis- 
appeared late on Saturday while she was 
going to a field to drive home a cow. 

Suspicion was directed toward the 
negress on account of recent trouble with 
the child's family. With her sister she 
was arrested today. 

As soon as the arrests became generally 
known a mob was formed, marched tothe 
jail, battered in the door, and took pos- 
session of the two women. The sister of 
the accused woman was later released 
when she is said to have admitted that 
her sister killed the child

When Capt. Morgan Collins of the Sonth 
Chicago police station learned of the 
déath of Fred A. Busse, former mayor 
of Chicago, on Friday, he ran up t 


‘ American flag at half mast on the new 


ninety foot steel flag pole which was 
erected a few feet from the station honse 
on July 4. 

Yesterday was “ Orange day,” the two 
hupdred and twenty-fourth anniversary 
of the battle’ of the Boyne in which the 
army of Williamof Orange defeated King 
James. 

Between the hours of 30 ‘clock and 5:80 
o’clock in the morning some one climbed 
the pole, tore down the flag of the United 
States, and hoisted to the top a piece of 
orange cheesecioth,-five fect wide and 
six feet long. The stars and stripes was 
trampled and torn when found. 

Several indignant citizens rushed into 
the police station when the Orange was 
descried, and Police Operator John ‘J. 
Garrity ripped it from the mast and 
burned it. 

Now, Capt. Morgan Collins and the po- 
lice of South Chicago; P. T. O’Sullivan, 
postmaster, and John J. Pulton, assist- 
ant attorney general, are making inves- 
tigations to learn, if possible, who tore 
down the flag. 

“It makes no difference what color the 
flag was,” said Capt. Collins, “ orange, 
white, red, or green. It may have been 
meant as a joke, but it is no joking mat- 
ter. If I find that any policeman is guilty 
of the deed I'll bring him before the trial 
board.”’ 

“It was profanation,”’ said Mr. O’Sulli- 
van. “To rip Gown the American flag 
which had been placed at half mast to 
honor the memory of-a former mayor of 
Chicago, deserves only one punishment.” 


MARINES TO OCCUPY HAITI; 
| MAY LAND IN SAN DOMINGO. 


Wilson Decides to Use Naval 
Forces to Effect Peace—Order bg 
Be Issued Today. 


Washington, D. C., July 12.—[Special,] 
—President Wilson and his advisers have 
decided to land American naval forces 
in Haiti in an endeavor to restore peace 
to that afflicted republic. It is possible 
also that San Domingo will be occupied 
by the armed forces of the United States. 
It is expected that formal announcement 
of the orders to the navy department 
will be made tomorrow. 

The unofficial report here is that a 
large force of bluejackets and marines 
will undertake the task. The marines 
will probably be taken from Vera Cruz 
and their place inthe garrison there filled 
by soldiers from Galveston. This indi- 
cates that a complete occupation of either 
Haiti or San Domingo, and probably of 
both republics, will be effected by the 
American forces, and military control 
will be maintained until peace is restored 
and governments established. 

The report here tonight is that the mili- 
tary operations are to be upon an unusu- 
ally large scale for such small countries. 
There are already enough American war- 
ships in Dominican and Haytian waters 
to undertake any temporary occupation, 
but it is said that additional forces are

Stringed instruments 
danced beneath his fingers, and few other 
men could strum out the old southern 
melodies as he did. He was a natural 
humorist and was known as one of the 
few great end men. 

Toward the later years of his theatrical 
eareer his hair turned almost white, 
whick made him che of the most pictur- 
esq figures on the stage. He toured 
the world several times, and several of 
Europe's rulers requested him to play 
the old “ darky” songs for them.

THE OBSCURATION OF PANCHO. 
The recent strategy of * First Chief" Carransa 

seems rather obvious to the simple Saxon mind, If 
Villa had not been checked, if he had been vigor- 
ously supported, say, as Lincoln supported Grant, 
the redoubtable Pancho uld have swept on from 
Zacatecas to San Luis tosi and Queretaro, and 
might have marched gloriously into Mexico City 
before this. Then his star would have outblazed 
all others in the Mexican heavens’and ‘ais power, 
moral and military, would have been supreme, 

This would not be at all to the taste of the First 
Chief nor probably would it fit into any plans made 
by such higher powers as may be moving behind 
the scenes of the Mexican drama. A nice balance 
of reputations and consequent influence with Car 
ranza and his backers on the axis undoubtedly is 
what seems desirable, if not in fact critically neces- 
sary. So Ville was checked, thwarted, entangled 
jn negotiations, while Obregon moved forward to a 
certain and striking victory. If Gonzales in the 
east could reach and hold the lines from Mexico 
City to Vera Cruz, taking Orizaba or even Puebla 
in the present demoralized state of the Federal 
forces, he would make himself a hero not unworthy 
of consideration with Villa and Obregon. It is prob- 
able that such a situation would be more easily 
dominated by the First Chief than one over which 
the downright and masterful Villa shone unrivaled 
in glory. 2 
At present Obregon is closer to the capital than 
Villa. If he moves on rapidly to Irapuato, which 
is the railway junction at which the Guadalajara 
line meets the line from Torreon to Mexico, he 
will be within striking distance of Queretaro, ahead 
of Villa. Meanwhile Gen. Jesus Carranza is about 
to attack San Luis Potosi, which is north of 
Queretaro, and the Federal force there must either 
retreat rapidly to the latter place or be bottled

There is, however, a way to break the drab uni- 
formity of the streets, and the Association of Com- 
merce is working to have it adopted more gener- 
ally, That is by window box displays. They 
change the aspect of an otherwise unattractive 
street. They freshen it, give it touch of color, the 
relief of green. In a-number of buildings there are 
now these window gardens. The association is 
spreading the idea.

British statesmanship is epdeavoring to set up a 
home rule government in a country which has been 
fighting one battle for 224 years, and it is small 
wonder that there are two armed eamps there now. 
And it is less wonder that in this year of all years 
there was danger of something like civil war start- 
ing. 


THROWING MONEY AWAY. 

Waste in harbor and river “improvements” 1{s 
largely the result of the desire of members of con- 
gress to strengthen themselves politically by getting 
some public money spent in their respective dis- 
tricts. Back of this is the mistaken pride of com- 
munities or the selfish interest of constituents in 
appropriations. A factory whose owners have con- 
tributed to the congressman’s canipaign fund wants 
a private chamnel dredged at public expense. 
“Leading citizens” or business associations wish 
money to be spent for their town. The congress- 
men all feel a certain amount of such pressure, and 
by swapping votes appropriations that never should 
be made run inte millions. 

But river and harbor appropriations are waste- 
ful for other and less discreditable reasons. The 
methods of making appropriations are wrong, as 
pointed out by Senator Burton in his minority re- 
port of 1910, and by Mr. Taft in his memorandum 
on the bill of that year. We now appropriate 
piecemeal for projects, some of which are thus de- 
layed unduly, while otners drag along wastefully 
long after they should be abandoned. Waterway 
development should be consistent, harmonious, and 
adjusted to the facts. Now, even where there is no 
ulterior selfish pressure’ for txpenditure, committees 
hesitate to abandon ag project on which money al- 
ready has been expended, however plain it may be 
that were the project first proposed to them they 
could not approve it. They therefore compromise 
with their doubts by giving the project a small ap- 
propriation when it snonld have a large one or 
nothing. 

For example, there is a project of improvement 
on the James river in Virginia, which was begun 
in 1884, and now, after thirty years, is only 42.1 
per. cent completed. The estimate for completion 
is about $3,000,000 and the amount allowed this 
year is $200,000. At this rate the project would be 
finished in fifteen years more, forty-five years from 
its beginning. 

It may be urged that the piecemeal method al- 
lows for a trial period and saves us from plumping 
large sums into projects which later are shown to 
be mistakes. The argument, we believe, is not 
sound. We could afford to make a reasonable 
number of capital mistakes rather than allow the 
present enormous leakage of the lax piecemeal 
method to go on. 

But we ought not to make many capital mistakes 
if the committees of congress charged with appro- 
priation for publie improvement will stop log rolling 
and appropriating public money to mend the polit- 
ical fences of congressmen, if they will weed out all 
petty and dubious projects and consider only proj- 
eets which are plausible and of capital importance, 
if they will refuse to act before they have consid- 
ered fairly not only the engineering features of each 
plan but full data on the economic factors of the 
project. . 

It has been proposed that a commission be creat- 
ed to supervise public improvements and there Is 
much to be said in favor of this idea. If it were 
independent, as the interstate commerce commission 
is independent, it would avoid the waste and indirect 
graft of the pork-barrel method. But if we go on 
indefinitely multiplying commissions, about the 
only function left to congress will be confirming 
the appointment of commissioners. The alternative 
is for congress to do its duty, as it is not doing it 
now, respecting the appropriation of maney for pub- 
lic improvement. The alternative is to adopt a 
sound policy and carry it out as a commission 


At least. the experiment might be made and now 
is a good time to make it. We need, in fact, a sur- 
vey of the whole situation in river and harbor im- 
provement and fresh consideration of the principles 
upon which we have been supposed to be proceed- 
ing. One of these principles is that improving 
waterways is a coeck upon railroad rates. We need 
to look that proposition in the face. It has done 
duty in defense of improvements so costly that rail- 
roads could almost be built de novo and then com- 
pete. It needs examination in the light of the facts 
of mechanical and economic p: ogress. It needs to 
be revalued in the light of the fact that tne inter- 
state commerce commission already has the fullest 
control over interstate rate charges. 

Congress should be capable of confronting this 
whole problem consistently, honestly, and compe- 
tently. It is now mishandling it outrageously. It 
has been mishandling this problem outrageously for 
years. If it cannot do much better the commis- 
sion plan doubtless will have to be resorted to. 
Meanwhile congress ought to give itself a chance.

HUMAN BEINGS CANNOT BE CAST IN MOLDS. 


{From the Philadelphia Public Ledger. ] 
The withdrawal of Dartmouth college from 


affiliation with the New England college entrance 
certificate board is a wholesome Sign of an ap- 
proaching reaction against formalism and uni- 
formity in education. The board has done ex- 
cellent service in raising the standard of the 
public and private schools and in stiffening the 
college entrance examinations, but like all efforts 
to lay down a hard and fast rule of human classi- 
fication the attempt to standardize education has 
had the defects of its qualities. As President 
Nichols of Dartmouth says, the board’s efforts 
have been mechanical and disciplinary rather 
than personal and sympathetic. 

The ideal of education to get the best possible 
out of the individual is to cultivate and develop 
his individuality. There are as many different 
ways to do this as there are intelligent and sym- 
Pathetic teachers. It is impossible to put all 
men into a cast iron mold and fit them to it. 
The New Hampshire schol authorities have long 
been protesting against the effort of the college 
entrance board to discredit those schools which 
have not accepted its standards, and Dartmouth 
evidently would rather retain the friendship of 
schools in its own state than tie itself up any 
longer to a board of outsiders. Scores of college 
presidenta_in other states will agree with Presi- 
dent Nichols that a college c&n be trusted to 
preserve its own scholastic standing, both in the 
admission of students and in putting the badge

TO FIND HOOKWORM EGGS. 


ROWN hookwormg are large 

enough to see with the unaided eye. 

But owing to their scarcity it is 

useless to look for them in the 

bowel movements, The mode of 

searching for tapeworm segments, round- 

worms, pinworms, and whipworms would 
not avail. 

The larve of hookworms abound in the 

bowel movements of most persons affiict- 


scope is sufficient. When a small bit of 
bowel movement is put on a slide, to which 
is added a littie water, covered by a cover 
glass, and examined under the low power 
of a microscope larve and eggs can be 
seen. If there is reason to suspect hook- 
worm and this simpler procedure does not 
work, White of the public health service 
recommends the following method: 

About seven grains of bowel movement 
ig thoroughly mixed with ninety drops of 
water. The mixture is then strained 
through two layers of gauge, and enough 
water is passed through the gauze to fill 
up the centrifuga! tube. To the feces in 
the centrifugal tube add five drops of a 
1 per cent solution of toluidin blue in 2 
per cent. carbolic acid. Centrifuge two 
minutes. Pour off the clear liquid Put 
some of the sediment on a slide. Cover 
with a cover glass. Do notcrush. Han- 
die delicately. Examine under a micro- 
scope magnifying 100 times. Intact eggs 
will be light brown. Hatching eggs will 
be purple. Larve wil) be purple.

Inan- 
other series the average was .97. In other 
words, steel] traps were about eight times 
as effective as cage traps. 

A trial of rat poison was made. Bacon 
with strychnine and rice with arsenic were 
used. Dach 100 baits killed an average 
of .72 rats in one series and .12 in an- 
other. 

The eenclusion was that rat polson was 
less effective than rat traps, but, of 
course, the cost was much less. The orde* 
of efficiency is steel traps first, cage traps 
second, poison third.

M. F. M. writes: “I have had rheu- 
matism for about six years. Now doc- 
tors pronounce it arthritis and say noth- 
ing can be done, that all I can dois just to 
await developments of the disease, which 
may attack all joints in time. Will you 
kindly say if this is the case? Is there 
not some remedy to prevent such a ccr- 
dition? What do you advise?” 


REPLY. 

I judge you have rheumatoid arthritis, I 
advise you to have a thorough examination. 
This disease is due to chronic absorption from 
some infection located somewhere in the body, 
The suppuration is often located around the 
gums. It may be in the nose or tonsils. It 
may be in the gall bladder or in the Fallopian 
tube, 

The focus should be located; then it should 
be cleaned up, if possible, A vaccine should 
be made from the affected area. This vaccine 
should be used persistently.

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F the three coronations set for this 

year, two, that of King Constan- 

tine of Greece, which was to take 

place in May, and that of the new 

emperor of Japan, which was 
scheduled for next October, have been 
postponed, that at Tokio owing to the 
national mourning for the quite recent 
death of the empress dowager. 

The third coronation, that of the young 
shah of Persia, was to have been sol- 
emnized this week. But it is doubtful 
whether it will occur, for there is no 
money left in the national treasury at 
Teheran, and the Imperial Bank of Per- 
sia, the only institution of the kind in the 
ceuntry, has notified the ministry of 
finance officially that it no longer can con- 
tinue to honor treasury drafts. 

All government officials, as well as the 
troops, have remained unpaid for months, 
and ‘had it not been for an advance by the 
British government of $250,000 on the 
security of the Persian custome, which 
are to be taken charge of by British offi- 
cials, the gendarmerie and its Swedish of- 
ficers, who are about the only remnants 
left of law, order and authority, would 
have struck. Every penny piece of the 
$250,000 in question has gone towards 
their arrears of stipend, and even as it 
is they have not received their pay in 
full.

With no money in the treasury, with 
all sources of credit, both at home and 
abroad, tightly shut down, and with the 
people refusing to pay any taxes, aware 
that the government is unable to compel 
them to do so, the complete collapse of the 
entire administration and of the boy 
shah's rule seems inevitable and the par- 
tition of Persia between England and Rus- 
sia at hand. 

That this is the ultimate fate of Persia 
has long been foreseen. Indeed, were this 
not imminent, the English government 
would not have decided to invest over 
$10,000,000 at once in the exploitation of 
oil wells 150 miles from the sea coast, in 
the interior of southern Persia; oil wells, 
which, according to the declaration of 
First Lond of the Admiralty Winston 
Churchill and Foreign Minister Sir Ed- 
ward Grey in the house of commons the 
other day, are to constitute the main sup- 
ply of the oil fuel required for the British 
navy. 

It is inconceivable that the British gov- 
ernment should invest so many millions 
of doNars at the present time, with prom- 
ise of many more in the future, in the ex- 
ploitation of oil wells needed for the 
navy if they were destined ¥% remain un- 
der the flag and control of a foreign gov- 
ernment. The only explanation of the 
outlay is that southern Persia is about to 
pass into British hands.

It is not often that a baronetcy changes 
its holder three times in a little more than 
as many weeks.

Sir Denis, who was one of the party, 
which included the premier's son, Ray- 
mond, and Mrs. Raymond Asquith, Lady 
Diana Manners, daughter of the Duke of 
Rutland; Count Constantine Bencken- 
dorff, son of the Russian ambassador, and 
others, was dared by some of them te 
jump overboard and to give evidence of 
his vaunted prowess as a swimmer and 
diver. This he proceeded to do, fully 
dressed as he was. Seeing that he was 
drowning, young Benckendorff and one of 
the musicians jumped overboard to save 
him, and while the musician and Sir Denis 
lost their lives, Constantine Benckendérff 
Was rescued with the utmost difficulty 
and in a state of complete exhaustion.

At the coroner's inquest, which was 
held last Wednesday, the ooroner de- 
scribed Sir Denis’ death as “a foolish 
prank, for which he paid a terrible price,” 
whie the jury gave a verdict to the effect 
that ‘Sir Denis and the musician, Mitch- 
ell, were accidentally drowned, and that 
Sir Denis was quite sober, but full of 
fun.”’ 

The result of this tragedy is that the 
baronetcy has passed to young Sir Denis’ 
sailor uncle, Admiral Sir Algernon An- 
son, who is married to a sister of the 
late Lord Vernon and of his American 
widow, who was Miss Frances Lawrence 
of New York.

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ESPERANTO CONGRESS 
OPENS HERE ON JULY 20. 


“Galatea” Will Be Rendered 
» in World Ianguage When 200 
Delegates Meet in Chicago. 


The fifth annual congress of the Amer- 
ican Esperanto society will be held in 
Chicago the week of July 20. The so- 


‘elety headquarters will be in the Hotel 


Sherman, but the place of meéting for 
the 200 delegates has not been decided. 

The feature of the week. will be the 
opera, “ Galatea,” which will be given 
July 23, in the Y. M. C. A. auditerium 
entirely in Esperanto. This will be the 
first time that such a thing has been 
attempted in this country. 

Erférts will be made to introduce Hs- 
peranto into the public school sygtem as 
a substitute for Latin. This has provea 
to be successful in Europe. It is said 
that 3,500,000 people are able to read 
and write Esperanto. The language can 
be learned in about two months.

The children’s bureau under the direc- 
tior of Miss Lathrop is devoting itself 
largely to the problem of decreasing in- 
fant mortality in this country.

It is claimed that between 300,000 and 
500,000 babies under one year of age dird 
in the United States from preventable 
diseases. In New Zealand, where great 
attention has been given the child weifa ‘e 
movement, the infant mortality rate has 
been cut down just about one-half. Itis 
considerably lower than the rate in the 
United States now. 

Miss Lathrop believes much can be ac- 
complished by educating mothers how to 
care for their children. The first bulle- 
tin was distributed widely to doctors 
nurses, and settlement workers. Through 
these persons many prospective mothers 
got into touch with the children’s bureau 
and obtained copies of that publication 
and also other suggestions.

MOSQUITO PEST 
IN MARSH LAND 


Unusual Method of Killing 
Insect Brought Out In 
Tribune Campaign. 


TRIED IN THE SOUTH 


DIRECTED BY W. A. EVANS, M. D. 
When Gov. Hall of Louisiana was per- 
plexed last year ove~ the annual ravages 
wrought by mosquitoes as transmitters 
vf malaria and other diseases he was en- 
tertaining all sorts of schemes for their 
eradication. He suspended other execu- 
t.ve business for several days to listen to 
the multifarious propositions offered. 
One day a heavy set, middle aged indi- 
vidual with keen, shrewd eyes, a profes- 
sional aspect, and a typically southern 
‘long horn’ mustache waited in line in 
the executives’ antechamber for an op- 
portunity to present his idea for mosquito 
extermination. 


Governor Shows Impatience. 

“TI shall expect you to be brief though 
comprehensive in your statement of your 
plan,’’ said the governor efter the intro- 
éuction. ‘*‘ You know there are many 
other experts yet to be heard from.” 
“I can be brief to the point of using 
cnly one word, ‘bats,’" replied the 
shrewd eyed individual. 

‘Bats or bat?’ irquired the governor. 
‘ Is this another slogan, * bat the mos- 
qguito’? If so, I am afraid that wouldn't 
be getting at the bottom of things.”’ 

‘“*Not * bat the mosquito,’ but bats, the 
mammals,’’ corrected the visitor. ‘My 
troposition is that by the cultivation of 
tats you will rid your lowlands of mos- 
qvitoes.”’ 


Thinks Proposition Is a Joke. 

“You must be joking,’ said the gov- 
ernor, somewhat anroyed. ; 

* Not at all,’’ Was the reply. “If I in- 
trude on your time by a brief elaboration, 
I will say that through the raising and 
rousing of bats 1 made Mitchett lake, near 
San Antonio, Tex., mosquitoless. 

‘There I have built a “ battery,’ or bat 
roost, especially as 1 habitat for the little 
leather winged mammals who are the nat- 
ural enemies of the mosquitoes. A single 
bet eats on the average 520 mosquitoes in 
the course of a night. I have 500,000 bats 
roosting in my ‘ battery,’ and that isonly 
one-quarter of its capacity. Before the 
n.osquitoes were eliminated I placed the 
minimum estimate of mosquitoes de- 
stroyed each night at 58,000, 000."" 

The governor became interested. 


Bats Kill Mosquitoes. 

Dr. Campbell said he s.ocked his roost 
with bats from caves and old barns and 
never allowed ah opportunity to escape 
to rescue bats and give them an adopted 
home. He told how the lake and the ar- 
tificial reservoirs around it were infestec 
with the mosquitoes and how the bats had 
put an end to them. 

The governor asked the commission he 
had appointed to investigate methods 
of exterminating mosquitoes to visit 
Mitchell lake and view Dr. Campbell's 
“ battery.’’ The commissioners were en- 
thusiastic and now there are many bat 
roosts about the lowlands of Louisiana. 


Lantern Slides in Campaign, 

By education with lectures Miustrated 
by lantern sffdes, THe TRIBUNE hopes to 
enlist all local and adjoining communities 
ir the “ comfort ” campaign for mosquito 
extermination. Local improvement asso- 
ciations and civic clubs will find that the 
expense involved is small and the summer 
time relief resulting inestimable. 

In a town of 4,000 population in the Sac- 
ramento valley in Califoria in 1911 the 
annual expense incurred through malaria 
was $74,327. This included medicine, phy- 
sicians’ fees for 500 cases of malaria, five 
deaths, and reduction in earning capacity 
on account of illness. 


Pest Is Wiped Out.

against mosquitoes resulted. Practically 
every southern village was enlisted in the 
campaign. Mosquitoes were reduced to 
the minimum if not entirely eradicated 
and now the villages are enjoying health, 
comfort, and prosperity. 


Cost of Crusade Small. 

The total cost of the crusade in Califor- 
nia was estimated at 75 cents a day per 
sq‘iare mile, 

Whereas, Chicago and its suburbs h1s 
no cause to fear the m uito as a ma- 
laria transmitter, it is evident that the 
cost for permanent correctives of tke 
mosquito nulsance is small in comparison 
with the comfort to be gained by the 
absence of mosquitoes, 

The Oroville campaign can be imitated 
by Desplaines, Gencoe, Rogers Park, or 
any of the communities hereabouts at a 
considerable less expense than that ir- 
volved in the Oroville campaign. It was 
necessary to make thirty square mile su"- 
veys of marsh lands about Oroville. dig 
draining ditches (which also reclaimed 
valuable agricultural land), remove rut- 
bish and débris, and ofl with the petro- 
leum and crude oil sotution, a consider- 
ably larger area than local communities 
will encounter.

Damage by Militants, 

LONDON, July 12.—The Morning Post 
publishes statistics of the damage 
wrought by the militants since the be- 
ginning of 10138. 

According to the Post they have set fire 
or attempted to set fire to 146 public 
buildings, churches, houses, or other 
structures, and have exploded or at- 
tegipted to explode forty-three bonibs. 

The material damage is estimated at 
$1,920,000, excluding the damage to works 
of art, which can not be measured. 


Sylvia Defies London Police.

Byron C. Chandler, “Million Dollar 
Kid,’’ Replies to Alimony Plea 
of Grace La Rue. 


New York, July 12.—[Special.,—How 
Byron C, Chandler, known as tho “ mil- 
lion dollar kid,” spent a small fortune to 
make his wife, Grace La Rue, a theatri- 
cal star, is told by Chandler in affidavits 
just submitted to Supreme Court Justice 
Weeks on a particulation by Mrs. Chand- 
ler for alimony pending her suit for a 
separation on the ground of abandon- 
ment. 

Chandler informed the court that he 
never really had $1,000,000, and is actually 
worth only $10,000 now. But the court 
ordered him to pay $50 a week alimony 
and $500 counsel fees. 

Chandler said in his affidavit that he 
spent $50,000 when he starred his wife in 
“ Betty ’ just after he married her and 
then dropped $10,000 more when she 
failed to score a hit with “‘ Moliy May.”

Theodore Roosevelt.

Full Load Into Air,

TAKE UP 1,000 POUNDS.

Hammondsport, N. Y., July 12.—[Spe- 
clal.]~—Today’s experiments, with a new 
combination of submerged hydroblades 
and fins, were more encouraging in thei:

WHARVES RAIL OWNED. 


Water Front Largely in Con- 
trol of Corporations; 
Tour of Harbor 

~~ Closes Visit. 


{BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Boston, Mass., July 12.—({Special. }—Chi- 
cago's European invaders reached the sea 
today. As guests of the city of Boston 
they cruised through the harbor and out 
into the Artlantic for the afternoon. 
The excursion was more of a pleasure 
event, arranged by Mayor Curley and 
the Boston chamber of commerce, than 
a detailed and technical inspection such 
as it is intended to make in moat ports on 
the triv. Public ownership of wharfing 
facilities is little more advanced here than 
in Chicago. Practically all the water 
frunt is held by railroads and other cor- 
porations. 

The construction of $9,990,000 worth of 
improvements by the state is half com- 
plete. The new fish pier is in operation 
and the Commonwealth pier is finished, 
but these two are barely noticeable in the 
great array of privately owned struc- 
tures. , 


Little to Learn from Boston. 

If there is any lesson for Chicago in the 
situation, the terminals commission and 
concil representatives say, itisa negative 
one. They hold that harbor development 
should be through the agency of the mun- 
icipality. 

Hardly were the visitors out of bed 
this morning before the officials of the 
Boston Elevated railways, led by Presi- 
dent W. A. Bancroft and accompanied by 
Mayor Curley’s secretary, Standish Will- 
cox, hurried them out in Mr. Bancroft’s 
private car over the surface lines. The 
Chicagoans were shown the univeral 
transfer system between the surface, sub- 
way and elevated cars. 

While this run covered almost the entire 
city and included a visit to Cambridge 
the travelers found little new informa- 
tion. The engineers knew conditions ex- 
cept for late subway developments and 
others in the party had been over the 
ground daring two visits by the local 
transportation company in the last two 
years. 


Cambridge Subway of Interest. 

Bion J. Arnold and tne other engineers 
were interested in the operation of the 
Cambridge subway, by means of which 
the company was able to carry 30,000 
spectators away from the Harvard sta- 
dium in thirty minutes. They admired 
the all-steel cars, which are sixty-eight 
feet ‘long and have three side entrances 
each. By means of this tube Harvard 
students are able to reach the heart of 
Boston in ten minutes. As this is a two 
level subWay, there are four transporta- 
tions levels at the Cambridge terminal. 

Those of the visitors who had not been 
over the ground previously also were in- 
terested in the three level Dudley street 
station, where transfers can be made 
from any one type of the service to any 
other type. 

The only railway terminal observatior 
was that from Fresident Bancroft’s car.

Chicagoans View Harbor, 

Immediately after lunch Mr. Willcox 
escorted the party to the Eastern avenue 
dock, where they were met by Mayor 
Curley, members of his cabinet, and rep- 
resentatives of the chamber 6f commerce 
and taken aboard a city-owned steamer 
and out in the harbor. 

The guests were deeply interested in 
some of the sights of this voyage. They 
steamed close to the war vessels lying at 
the Charlestown navy yard, and when the 
cruiser Chicago left its moorings the 


it came down to slow speed cruised round 
it at short range. When the steamer 
saluted, Harry E. Littler led the Chi- 
cagoans in three hearty cheers for the 
city’s namesake. 


See Children’s Floating Hospital. 

The Boston floating hospital, main- 
tained by private subscription, for sick 
and crippled children, aroused interest 
and the city recreation piers and beaches, 
while not so ornate as those now projected 
in Chicago, brought words of approval. 
The recreation possibilities and advan- 
tages of the harbor islands, such as Cas- 
tle island, on which stands Fort Inde- 
pendence, now deserted, were objects of 
envy. 

The steamer carrted the travelers back 
to the side of the Bunker Hill, due to sail 
with them for New York at 5 o’clock. As 
they boarded this vessel they were given 
a rousing sendoff by the Bostonians. The 
delegation will spend tomorrow in New 
York and will sail on the Lusitania at 
6 o’clock Tuesday night.

Grand Jury Chosen Today. 

The federal grand jury panel will gather 
in Judge Landis’ courtroom this morning 
and the twenty-three men who will hear 
the government's evidence will be chosen.

OLYMPIC EVENTS AT MEET. 


Contests Featured at Last Games 
Part of Program for Grant 
Park Carnival. 


Many of the contests which featured the 
Olympic games at Stockholm {In 1912 will form 
Part of the program of the athletic carnival 
which will be held under the auspices of the 


Chicago Athletic association at Grant park on | 


Saturday, July 25. All of the dash and run- 
ning events, hurdles, and some of the weight 
contests will be those of the international pro- 
gram and will give the local contestants a 
chance to show their worth if they are ambi- 
tious to compete in the American trials next 
year. 

The program is as follows: 120 yard dash; 
300, 600, and three-quarter mile mile runs: one 
mile walk, one mile relay, 100 and 150 yard 
hurdles, standing broad jump, standing high 
jump, three standing jumps, pole vault for 
distance, twelve pound shotput, fifty-six pound 
weight for distance, and javelin throw. 

Some of these contests have not been seen 
In this section in many years. The hurdles 
races will be novel features. In the 100 yard 
high hurdles the athletes will be given a fifteen 
foot start, leap over eight hurdles, and then 
finish with fifteen yards. There will be ten 
yards between each stick. The record for the 
distance is :181-5. Twenty yards will mark 
the distance at each end of the 150 yard low 
hurdle contest. Seven hurdles will be placed 
twenty yards apart.
